INSANE MAN AND OFFICERS 
HAVE EXCITING TROUBLE 

James T. Ryles, a resident of the 
Centerville precinct, who has been 
adjudged insane Tuesday in Judge 
Batterton's court, and ordered sent 
to the Eastern Kentucky Hospital 
for the Insane, at Lexington, gave 
Chief of Police Link and a Hospital 
attendant an exciting time Tuesday 
night at the corner of Main and 
Sixth streets. 

Ryles had been brought to Paris 
from his home near Centerville, 
where he had become so violent re- 
straint was necessaiy. He was tried 
before a jury in the County Court 
and declared insane. An attendant 
from the Hospital came to Paris 
Tuesday afternoon to take him to 
Lexington. As he appeared to be 
docile the attendant decided to walk 
to the Tenth street passenger sta- 
tion of the Louisville & Nashville. 
When they reached the coiner of 
Main and Si\th, in front of the 
Farmers' and Traders' Bank, Rvles 
became unruly and stubbornly re- 
fused to go any further. Chief of 
Police Link happened to be passing 
at the time, and bis assistance was 
asked by the attendant. Ryles 
seemed possessed of the strength of 
three men, and handled the officers 
as if they were children. The as- 
sistance of ;men in the vicinity war, 
called, and five were required to 
hold Ryles until the handcuffs 
could be placed on him, and his 
feet shackled. When this was done, 
he was placed in Chief Link's ma- 
chine, and taken to the station. 
Ryles has been an inmate of the 
Hospital on two other occasions, be- 
ing released when there seemed to 
be a change for the better in his 
condition. The struggle between the

FARGO, N. D., Aug. 19. — In his 
first addiess in North Dakota, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Democrats 
"seek a solution of the problems 
candidate for Vice President, said 
here Monday that the Democratic 
party if victorious pledges itself to 
"seek a colution of the problems 
that will serve the best interests of 
the producer and the great consum- 
ing public." 

"I am particularly glad to read 
that the 'porch* campaign of the 
Republicans is breaking down." Mr. 
Roosevelt said, "and that Senator 
Harding has now condescended to 
make five whole speeches away from 
home. 

"The theory of the Democratic 
campaign is, of course, just the 
contrary. Our candidates are try- 
ing not mere'y to carry the cam- 
paign to the country, but to find 
•jut what the country is thinking 

"This difference in attitude of 
mind extends to the way in which 
the leaders of the two parties han- 
dle all public questions. The Dem- 
ocratic theory is that big national 
problems ought to be settled from a 
national point of view, and ought 
not to be undertaken by a mere 
gathering in Washington of half a 
dozen old line leader.- who do not 
know the country and who repre 
l sent the kind of things that Pen- 
rose, of Pennsylvania. Lodge, of 
Massachusetts. Root, of New York, 
and others of that group advocate, 
who were in control of the Chicago 
convention, and who would be in 
control of your government if a Re- 
publican President is elected. 

"For instance, you people out 
here have long been concerned with 
the problem of food production and 
marketing. You appreciate, I hope, 
the danger of the control of this 
question by men who are friends of 
the packers, by friends of big bank- 
ers and by friends of the Eastern 
middlemen. A solution by them 
will bring you back to conditions of 
ten or fifteen years ago. 

"The Democratic party is con- 
trolled by no such gang. If elect- 
ed, we pledge ourselves to seek a 
solution of the problems that will 
serve the best interests of the pro- 
ducers, and the great consuming 
public, and two after all who are 
vitally concerned. 

"There is no question that the 
farmer does not get to-day what he 
ought to get, and there is no ques- 
tion, also, that the consumer pays 
too much. Somewhere in between 
the two are steps which must be 
eliminated — our transportation 
problems, marketing problems and 
warehouse , problems. 

"Are you going to trust a lead- 
ership of reaction, or are you going 
to trust what is to-day the party of 
progress? I would not be a Demo- 
crat unless I was sure that progress 
in this year of 1920 is spelt De- 
mocracy."

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PREMIER OUTLINES ATTITUDE 
OF ADMINISTRATION 



LONDON, Aug. 19. — "An at- 
tempt of labor to dictate to the Gov- 
ernment would be a challenge and 
would be resisted by every means 
at the disposal of the Governonent." 

Facing the House of Commons 
for the last time until October 19, 
unless the unforseen should occur. 
Premier David Lloyd George outlin- 
ed the attitude of the British au- 
ministration as in the above state- 
ment. 

His pronouncement on labor was 
greeted with cheers. 

"The attitude of the Labor Coun- 
cil of Action," said the Premier, "i3 
the same as the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment, but if tabor attempted to 
dictate to the Government by indus- 
trial action it would strike at tne 
root of the constitution and the dic- 
tation would be resisted by all 
means in the power of the Govern- 
ment." 

The Labor Council of Action is a 
group of representatives of practi- 
cally all of the larger unions. Tfie 
meeting which formed the council 
empowered it to call a general strike 
if, in the council's judgment, sucn 
a measure were necessary to pre- 
vent Great Britain declaring war on 
Russia. 

"The Council of Action," the Pie 
mier continued, "constitutes in it- 
self one of the most formidable 
challenges that has been given to 
democracy and the Government must 
meet the challenge. 

"Such acts as labor contemplates 
were the geneses of the French 
Revolution. They arouse fear in 
the public and then when the crash 
con.es the public has lost its capac- 
ity for real thought." 

J. R. Clints, labor member, speak- 
ing for labor, demanded of the Pre- 
mier that Winston Churchill, Sec- 
retary of War, be dismissed from 
the Cabinet for his warlike attitude 
toward Russia. 

The Premier's ptounouncement 
relative to General Wrangel defi- 
nitely places Great Britain apait 
from the anti-Bolshevik movement 
the General is leading. 

' The Government," he said "had 
made clear to General Wrangel that 
if he took military steps after r. 
givrn date he would be proceeding 
on his own responsibility :n <o far 
as the British Government rs con- 
cerned. He has taken those steps.* 

Following the Premier's speecn, 
Andrew Law moved that the House 
recess until October, with the Pre- 
mier empowered to summon it at an 
earlier date in the event of neces- 
sity. 

He declared that the contingent 
requiring an earlier meeting would 
be the Mrtcere" offering of peace 
terms by Russia. 

"In that event," he concluded, 
"the Government would take stepp 
to defend Poland." 

Mr. Bondi Law's motion was 
adopted. 



EXPLOSION SHAKES GROUND 
FOR MILES. 



ABERDEEN, MD., Aug. 19.— Ex- 
plosions of 500,000 pounds of gun- 
powder on the government proving 
grounds shook the country for 

miles around. 

The explosions were caused by a 
fire that destroyed five one-story 
buildings on the main front of the 
proving grounds. One laborer, of 
fifty who ran for their lives when the 
flames neared the powder storage 
plants, is missing. 

Firemen prevented the flames 
reaching the general 
building.

bridges, one ov r Harrods Creek on North Middletown Pike, and one 
in the Flat Rock precinct over Brush Creek, which is nearins comple- 
tion. 

While these expenditures may appear to be large, we direct atten- 
tion to the fact that when we advertised for bids to reconstruct 9V„ 
miles of the Flat Rock road the lowest bid we received was $236.- 
000.00. We rejected this bid and we are now undertaking to repair 
1his road by force account, one-half of which wil\ be paid by the State. 

We believe that the road work should be continued during the re- 
mainder of^the season, as there are roads in the county now in such con- 
dition that they will become impassabk next winter, and the cost of re- 
pairing or rebuilding them will be very much more next year than it 
will be at this time. We already have the machinery to do this work 
*nd the labor is available and all that is now needed is the money to 
pay the expenses. 

The roads- which have not been repaired are constantly getting 
worse and it will take more labor and material to repair them next 
year than it will this year and we think that the increased amount of 
labor and material will more than offset any possible decrease in the 
cost of labor. We could not buy the machinery now for what we 
pard foi it 

When you voted the bond issue' you expected that the bonds could 
be sold at once and that this work could go on without interruption. 
Sudden and unexpected changes in the money markets have made it 
impossible to sell these bonds at par and the law prohibits us from 
selling them Mom par; therefore, we cannot sell these bonds on the 
market at this time. Private citizens have already subscribed for Sev 
enty-nve Thousand Dollars worth Cf these bonds at par. 

In order to carry on this work for the remainder of the year it 
will be necessary to sell at least Seventy-five Thonsand Dollars worth 
more of these bonds, which cannot be sold on the market for the rea- 
son stated above, and therefore mu^t be sold to private citizens. 

If the taxpayers of the county v ,- ant us t0 continue in this work 
they must buy the bonds so that w,> niay continue it; if they do 
buy the bonds at this time we BMIH stop llu work and permit the 
roads to go without repair until such time as the bonds may be sold 
on the market at par. No one can foretell when that time will come a-nd 
the loss you will suffer by the increased cost of repairing these roads will 
more than offset the small loss of income which you ni|y suffer in the 
purchase of these bonds. 

Under the Kt*d Law passed by the last Legislature about fifty 
miles of the road in this county ate primary Roads and when they are 
once put in the condition required by the State Road Commission, the 
State will take those roads over and keep them :n repair without fur- 
ther cost to this county. 

These arc some of the roads that have been very expensive to the 
county and we think it very important that we should put these roads in 
the condition demanded by the State so that the State will take con- 
trol of them at once. 

The Primary Roads aie: 

Paris ft North Middle Lown 12 miles 

Maysville ft Lexington l£ miles 

Pari*, ft Cynthiana 8 miles 

Paris & Winchester .. .. 10 miles 

Of these that portion of th;? Maysville ft Lexington pike from Paris 
to the Fayettn county line, the Paris ft North Atiddletown pike and the 
Paris & Cynthiana pike are in such good condition now that very little 
expense will be required to put tfc*a in the condition demanded by the 
State, and the Cqn-nmsioners are d-jsirous of completing these roads 
this year so as to turn them over to the State, thus relieving the county 
of any further maintenance charges. 

The Winchester pike and the Mcyswlle and Lexington pike from 
' Paris to tin Nicholas county line will have to be practically recon- 
structed and we hope to be able to make such arrangements with the 
State Koad Commission as to enable us to turn these two roads over to 
the State to be reconstructed by Hie State. 

While we have made large investments in road machinery and 
rock quarries all of these will be needed to carry out the road building 
plan which we have adopted and while the initial cost appears large, we 
think it will appear to be a good investment when the entire plan is 
carried out. 

We advise that a meeting of the citizens interested in this work 
be called at the earliest possible date so that the question of the sale of 
these bonds be determined. 

We are willing to continue the work but it cannot be done with- 
out money and the money can only be raised by the sale of these 
bonds to private citizens.

STATE DEPARTMENT STEPS TO 
AID POLAND 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. — The 
.State Department took its first step 
in aid ot Poland under the Colby 
note Monday, when it ordered the 
Navy Department to dispatch three 
warships to the Paltic. 

Josephus Daniels, Secretary, im- 
mediately announced that he had 
directed the cruiser Pittsburg and 
two destroyers now at Cherbourg, 
France, to start at once. 

It is understood these vessels will 
rendezvous off Danzig with the Brit- 
ish and French squadrons. 

The American commander is ex- 
pected officially to act independ- 
ently. 

The only explanation of this spec- 
tacular move given by the Govern- 
ment is "that an American squad- 
ron will observe conditions in 
Poland." 

It was pointed out by officials 
that the dispatch of warships was 
the most drastic step the President 
could taite without consent of Con- 
gress. 

The Executive is empowered to 
call upon (he navy and to land ma- 
rines whenever American interest; 
ire imperiled. > 

Both army and navy officials de- 
clared that the fall of Warsaw 
would be followed by an advance of 
a Soviet army up the Polish corri - 
dor for the purpose of seizing Dan- 
zig. 

If Danzig is taken by the Soviet. 
American, French and British ma- 
rines undoubtedly will be landed, 
it is said, as each of those nations 
will be obliged to protect their na- 
lions.

BERLIN, Aug. 19 — Sovet Rus- 
sia will not pay the 30.000,000.000- 
francs debt Czaristic Russia owed 
to France. 

Soviet Russia is ready to make 
public amends to Germany for the 
murder of Count Mirbach, German 
Ambassador to Moscow, in 1918. 

There is no secret treaty between 
Germany and Russia. 

The authority for the above state- 
ments is Wigdor Kopp, Soviet 
Fmissary to Berlin, who has return- 
ed here from a visit to Moscow with 
greatly enlarged powers. 

In an interview he characterized 
President Wilson's note relative to 
Soviet Russia and issued from 
Washington a few days ago as "a 
deteritorated edition of the 14 
points." 

' The father of the 14 points," he 
continued, "who strikingly has 
sho'.vn to the world what a con tra- 
dition there can be between words 
tnd deeds, is just the man to re- 
proach us for what he dcelares to 
be a contradiction between words 
and acts." 

He expressed doubt as to whether 
or not the greater part of the Amer- 
ican public was in accord with the 
President's note '"mixing in other 
people's business." 

'Despite all its many moral 
phrases," he continued, "it seems 
to us that the present Administra- 
tion is the most reactionary Govern- 
ment the American public has had 
in decades, and ihe French Govern- 
ment seems to be the most stupid. 

"One thing is certain," he said, 
discussing the proposed peace with 
Poland, "The French can stand on 
their heads and the English do 
what they please, but it will not 
dissuade us from disarming imper- 
ialistic Poland so that Poland will 
not attack us again. 

"After the sacrifices we have 
mode to defend ourselves, disarma- 
ment is a duty we owe to the Rus- 
sian public. Eastern ethnographic 
lirwps of Poland will be respected. 
What is to be done with the west- 
ern boundary remains to be seen. 

"France simply is forcing us to 
conduct another war against Gen- 
eral Wrangel, and there can be no 
doubt about his fate. It will be the 
same as that of Yudenitch and Den- 
ikine. 

"The question of Russia's debt 
to Fiance can be regarded as set- 
tled. It cannot come up for con- 
sideration again. The action of 
France relieves the Soviet Govern- 
ment from assuming the debt. 

"The persistent reports that there 
is a secret s.grement between So- 
viet Russia and Germany can b-5 
ascribed only to the French as a 
imeans of veilling their intentions 
to seize additional German territory. 

"The Fiench are actuated by pri- 
mitive instincts and are seeking to 
construe a cause which they think 
would justify them in marching 
into the Ruhr and taking it from 
Germany. 

"The Soviet Government is ar- 
ranging to make amends to Germany 
for the murder of Count Mirbach. 
Mirbach was not the victim of the 
Soviet Ooverwment. but of a coun- 
ter revolutionary government. More 
than 200 persons were executed* 
for participating in the attempted 
coup." 

It is said that the matter of 
amends has been taken up with the 
Foreign Office. What its form is to 
be has not been determined. It may 
be the firing of a formal salute or 
the placing of a wreath upon the 
Ambassadois' grave. 



PROMINENT CANADIAN IS 
BACK HOME 



GOVERNMENT EXPENDITURES 
TO JUMP IN SE PTEMBER 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 — Gov- 
ernment expeditures during Septem- 
ber probably will take a jump of 
nearly $900,000,000, it was estimat- 
ed by Treasury officials, nearly two- 
thirds of this sum representing 
straight-out payments of the rail- 
roads. 

The roads will have computed the 
amounts due them under the Govern- 
ment's guarantee against loss for the 
six months ending September by the 
middle of the month, it was said. The

BOURBON FA RMING CONDITIONS 

The heavy rains are about over 
and the heaviest corn and tobacco 
crops ever produced in this county 
arc indicated. Ten days ago both 
crops were threatened with drouth. 
Cutting of the tobacco erop will be 
delayed until about the last week in 
this month. The rains have fresh- 
ened the pastures, and they now give 
good promise of fine fall grazing. 
The increased acreage of wheat
